AN ACT 

To authorize the Baiiiwj of a Loan of Ten Thousand 
Pounds upon the security of the Dues and Monies 
levied by virtue of the " Victoria and Esquimalt 
. Harbour Dues Act 1860." 
"TTT HEREAS, it is expedient thai the Harbour of 
W Viutorin, and the Coinmunicntiuns belween 
■Victoria and Esquimalt should be permanently 
jmpnived ; • , , ,r , 

Be it enacted by ihc Governor on behalf ot Her 
MBiesty bv and with the advice nnd con-pnl of the 
Lpaislative Council «nd ApFeinbly of Vanuouver 
Island and t^ Dependencies as follows: 
Monies levied under the " i'ldoria and Esquima't Ilitr- 
boiir Dues Act 1860 to be earned to the'' Harbour 
Fund." 

I. That all monies and dues levied in respect of 
licenses, Dues anil Permits according to the Sche- 
duler A, 15, C, and D, to the " Victoria and Estjuiiimlt 
Harbor Dues Act, 1860 " shall, tofjether with aiiy 
other monies appropriated for the purpose, be piiid 
into the Trcasuiy of Vanconver Island to a separalo 
41C0OUIII to be ent tied the " Harbour Fund." 

Governor to nominate a Harbour Comviissnm. 

ir. The Governor for the "tiiiie being is hereby 
empowered to nominate a Commission to be culled 
the" Harbour Commission," consisting of not more 
than seven, nor le.-s than five persons, to enquire into 
and report upon the siate of Victoria Harbour, and 
the best means for its permanent improvement ; and 
•lo fill up from lime to time the vucuncies occurring 
in sucli Comniission. 

Salary of Harbor Master and Certain Expenses to be 
paid out if the " Harbour Fund." 

III. The Salary of the Ilatbor Master and the 
expenses of and incidental to his oflice, not escpdin<; 
in the whole the sum of Six 1 hind red nnd Fifty 
Founds, shall in the first place bo paid iaub of the 
»aid " ^dttjourtFu.id."

IV. Ttie Governor aforesaid . RiB^ also appoint a 
Commission to be called the ''TJsquimalt Roiid Com- 
mission " coiisistiim of not moic than seven nur less 
than five persons, of whom some miiy be Oiiieers in 
Her Majesty's Military and Naval Services, to en- 
quire into and report ttpon ihe state of communica- 
tions between Esqu'iuiall^inu.Viuloria, ami as lo the 
best means of improving the same, and fill up all 
vacancies which may frwm-.iima tO' time occur in 
such Commission. 

V. The line i^^Tad ^c^m^^^^nll bead- 
Tcrtised within one week alter the same is reported 
on. 

Governor to borrow £10.000 or Ze.w. 

VI. The Governor aforesaid after receiving the re- 
ports aforesaid may borrow upon the security of ihe 
said " Harbour Fund." but sut'ject to the payineiil of 
the expenses afi;iesiii(l, any sum loil exceeding the 
sum of Ten Thousand I'ounds (£10,00(1/ to hear in- 
terest at the rate of not more thmi X12 per ceiiinm 
per annum. The sum required slnill he b .rrowed in 
sums of One Hundred Tounds (XlOO) in manner fol- 
lowing :

■J ficr Ih: expiry of a fortnight Governor may lorroio 
' bi/ private Contract. 

IX. In the event of Ihe said sum not beins taken 
up at llu! (!xpiry of the said fortiiiu'lH, the Governor 
aforesaid may borrow ilie same, or iiiiy i>art thereof 
from any person or persons willing; lo advance the 
same, provided tlmt no higher rale of interest ihiiii 
£12 per centum per annum lie taken; and provided 
that the same aiiiounrs or any part thereiif be bor- 
rowed eiiherata premium, par, or discount of not 
more than £5 per centum. 

Interest to be payable quarterly. 

X The interest on the said Luaii shah be payable 
qnar'ierly on the 24ih day of Deccmher-; the24lh day 
of March ; liie 24ih day of June; and the 28thdoy 
of Seplem'-er of each year.

XI. The Loan shall be repaid in manner follow- 
ing; After payniera of the saliiiy Btid expenfes 
aloresaid, so much of the said "Harbour Fuiid " as 
is required for that purpose shall be employed on 
each of the said Quarter days in paying of!" the 
iiilerost tor the lime being accrued, duo on the said 
Loan; and tho surplus after such payment shn II on 
ihe 24th day of June in every year bo employed iii 
tlischariilnj; so many of the said sums of £100 as 
such surplus is , apal)le ol discharging , such sums 
to be discharged in priority according to the date of

Every person ad vaiicin;; money on the secu- 
rity ol the said •■ llarliour Fund " shiill receive a 
Certificaie, tiiined bv the Governor and sealed and 
countersigned l.y ihJ Colonial Secretary .d Vancou- 
ver Island ill the foim inaiked A in tlie Schedule 
hereio. and shall al.-o be registered in a buok lo ho 
kept for that purpose, an the owner of a £100 share 
ill tiie "Harbour Fund Loan."

XIII. The issuance o'f thesaid Certifu ate .«hall en- 
title the person to whom such Ceiiilicaie is primarily 
issued, to the payment of the said interest on'tha^- ; 
ifiivs aforesaid: nnd the re|iaymeiit '"of'the"£100""" 
Capital in priorilv as aforesaid, and any person may 
endorse over any such C.-rtihcaie lo any oilier person 
and when any such Ceitihcale shall have been en- 
dorsed over, the Endorser sh?ll be entitled lo ihe 
pame extent as the original owner, upon causing 
himself to be registered as ilie owner of the ppecifie 
share s<. endorsed nver, an.l he shiill be so requwted 
upon nroduciiiy a declnraiioti signed by the Eiulor-

think advisable upon receiving n requisition to that 
eflect f rom tho majority of tho ijaid Harbour Com- 
mission. 

Goeenwr may lay out £2,00 Q on the communications

XVII. The Governor afore.iaid is hereby also em- 
powered lo lay on I such portion of the said sum of 
£10.000 not csceedini; ihe sum of Two Thousand 
Pounds in such peiiiianciit irnprovemeiils of the 
CiimiiiuiHcatioiis between ViuUiria and Wharf Street, 
E^qui•nlalt, as he may deem advinable npnn re- 
ceiving ureqnisiiion to that effect from the majortiy 
of thii said Esquimalt Koad Commission.
